LOS ANGELES—The Democrats 
will have a nominee which, as one 
of the speakers said, fits the plat- 


civil rights plank. It was not too 
many years ago that such opposi- 
tion would have stopped the show. 
As late as four years ago, it was 
able to dictate substantial quali- 
fications and the use of generali- 
ties. 


But in this July of 1960, a civil 
rights bill which is severe only 
by comparison to those of the 
past, went through with what was 
largely token opposition. It was 
a revealing evening. The 10 states 
which signed the minority oppo- 
sition did so because of domestic 
politics. Their strength was not 
as the strength of 10 because 
they were on the wrong side of a 
moral issue which had more mo- 
mentum than the political issue. 
The 10 states did not demand a 
roll call, largely because they 
knew they had only the 10 votes 
and there would be a national 
television audience watching and 
weighing their political impo- 
tence. 


Ten Years 


The past 10 years have seen 
the South’s power wane in Con- 
gress. Never before has it been 
so low in a national convention. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the South will withdraw 
even further from the national 
lifestream and fritter away its 
future which can be as wonderful 
as Disneyland, if there is a will 
to have done with unreality. 


There was no hatred of the 
South here, although there will be 
some who may so insist. As Ches- 
ter Bowles, chairman of the plat- 
form committee, said, ‘‘There is 
understanding of the South’s prob- 
lem and need, but while the rest of 
the nation has waited the South 
consistently has said no. There has 
been not a single voluntary consid- 
eration to the 20th Century from 
the political South.”’ 


So it is today that the political 
influence of the South is at the 
lowest ebb in history. 


Here at Los Angeles, the ethnic 
origins of the delegations dramati- 
cally picture America. There are 
Chinese, Japanese, Mexican, Ne- 
gro, Puerto Rican and Filipino 
delegates. They speak several 
languages. But the convention and

Old Men

And what they had to say perhaps 
represents the majority opinion in 
their region. But it does not 
represent the thinking of the 
young men and women who are 
taking over the ee and

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold urged the Security Council Wednesday 
night to give him authority “with the utmost speed” 
to send a U.N. military force to the Congo. 


The secretary general declared 
that appeals to him for assist- 
ance from the Congo government 
led him to conclude that the 
presence of Belgian troops “is a 
source of internal and potentially 
also of international tension,” 
and that they could not be used 
to restore order. 


He added that he would not 
“exclude” contingents from the 
African states, and in fact it was 
understood that he would give 
them preference. Hammarskjold 
specified also that the U.N. force 
would not take any action which 
would make it “a party to in- 
ternal conflicts” in the Congo. 


Hammarskjold proposed that 
the Great Powers be barred from 
furnishing contingents for the 
U.N. force, and said that it would 
not be authorized to take action 
“beyond self-defense.’ 


“It would be wunderstood,”’ 
Hammarskjold said, that if a U.N. 
force were sent to the Congo, 
“the Belgian government would 
‘see its way to a withdrawal.”

MONROE, La. (UPI)—A white 
businessman killed three Negro 
employes with a shotgun and 
critically wounded two others 
Wednesday for invading his front 
yard and trying to attack him with 
hunting knives and linoleum hooks. 


The businessman is Robert Ful- 
ler, 40, who runs a septic tank 
service. His wife and most of his 
nine children watched from in- 
side his red brick home as he 
shot the Negroes, reloading and 
shooting so fast a neighbor 
thought the shots were firecrack- 
ers exploding. 


-NEGROES ANGRY 


The Negroes were angry, Ful- 
ler said, because one of them 
cursed him Tuesday and Fuller 
hit him. With long hunting knives 
and linoleum hooks, which are 
curved knives, in their hands, 


they blocked his driveway and| # 
shouted to him, ‘Come on down| 4% 


the road.”’ 


One wounded Negro said, 
came out here to hurt Mr. Rob- 
ert.” Fuller was held on an open 
charge, while authorities investi- 
gated. 


The Negroes Fuller killed were 
Albert Pitts, 24, and his brother, 
David Lee Pitts, and Marshall 
Alfred Johnson, 19. The wounded 
Negroes are Willie Charlie Gib- 
son and Ernest McFarland. 


DEAD AND WOUNDED 


Dead and wounded Negroes 
were strewn in front of Fuller’s 
house and on neighboring lawns 
when sheriff's deputies arrived. 
Sheriff Bailey Grant said hunt- 
ing knives and linoleum hooks 
were lying by the bodies. The 
hand of one dead man still 
clutched a knife. 


Fuller said the Negroes tried to 
break into his house last night

There’s Unity Here 


The sharp warning to the Soviet 
Union about the reckless shooting down 
of an American plane over the open sea 
is a reminder that despite the political 
conventions and the coming campaign, 
the task of governing the United States 
must go on. 


This government must be responsible 
and on basic problems concerning the na- 
tional security it must be united. It is 
obvious from recent incidents that during 
the next six months the Soviet Union 
and the Communist bloc intend to exert 
every possible pressure upon the West, 
probing for weaknesses and attempting to 
divide the allies and influence the Amer- 
ican election. 


During this period is no time for ir- 
responsible politics, although the approach 
to foreign affairs certainly should be in 
the arena of partisan. debate. But our 
basic policies are the same, only the ap- 
proaches and degrees of emphasis are 
different. These are full support of the 
free world against Communist aggression, 
cooperation with our friends and allies 
and partnership through mutual security. 

Both parties recognize from recent 
events that the Communist drive for 
world revolution has not slowed down. In 
this drive the era of sweet reasonableness 
—merely another cold war technique— 
has given way to a new one of threats 
and bluster. The aims of both are to win 
concessions which would swing the bal- 
ance of power further to the side of com- 
munism. ‘ 

Limits of Communist aggression are 
those imposed by the strength of America 
and her Allies. So foreign policy no longer 
is a matter of isolation or non-isolation. It 
overshadows all government policies . 


So during the months to come, both 
parties must make it firmly clear to 
Khrushchev—as did the warning Wednes- 
day—that ou political campaign does not 
disturb our essential unity and that de- 
bate about methods is no os of weak- 
ness or of fesolvé,...

LOS ANGELES—The primary issue in the 
forthcoming ele¢tion will be. the role of our 
federal government in American society and the 


secondary issue will be the personal choice between si men iy a 
younger generation than that of President Eisenhower. 

On the successful facing of the primary issue, no matter who is 
chosen to lead the task, will depend not only the development of 
U.S. foreign policy but also our ‘ultimate world power status. 


These assumptions appear to be 
generally recognized beneath the 
garish fandango of the Demo- 
cratic nominating convention and 
are equally apparent in the Re- 
publicans’ preconvention maneu- 
vers. In both parties there is 
a perceptible stirring, a desire for 
change, for freshness, for vigor 
and for youth. 


The formulation of our govern- 
mental policy can no longer be 
divided neatly into internal and 
external compartments. Almost 
every major question to be de- 
bated during the next four months 
will have a direct impact on our 
international position. 

We cannot, for example, be opti- 
mistic about consolidating friend- 
ship with the colored lands of 
Africa and Asia so long as we 
blemish the pledge of equal civil 
rights for all Americans. Nor can 
we compete in the vast economic 
rivalry with communism’s bloc 
unless we accelerate the growth 
of our production and invest it 
more shrewdly in the nation’s in- 
terest. Our farm and trade pro- 
grams impinge upon the planning 


and the fate of other lands. 

All this requires more, rather 
than less, direction and control 
by the federal government. We 
are being drawn, not driven, to- 
ward what we once called “‘so- 
cialism”’ in less complicated days. 
And, to guide us in the change, 
youth itself has intruded as a sub- 
conscious issue. 

Younger men have moved into 
the forefront. There seems to be 
an increasing belief that admin- 
istration and policymaking, un- 
like whisky, are not better when 
they are aged. 

Whoever is_ elected president 
will be from another generation 
and, during his term in office, 
he will see fading from the scene 
the present peers of Gen. Ejisen- 
hower: Chiang Kai-shek, Ad- 
enauer, De Gaulle, Nehru, Fran- 
co, Salazar, Tito; even Khruw- 
shchev and Mao Tse-tung.

what the breed of locomotives was 
to place at command.” 


The South Carolina Canal & 
Rail Road company listened and 
put the first regularly scheduled 
railroad service into operation on 
a six-mile run in December, 1830. 

By the time Horatio Allen died, 
in 1890, steam was huffing and 
puffing on 150,000 miles of Ameri- 
can track. 


The South Carolina short line 
was 136 miles, from Charleston to 
Hamburg, by 1833. 

It became part of the Southern. 

And the other day the Southern 
got notice that Horatio Allen, who 
believed the Iron Horse would out- 
pace the equine, has been elected 
to the National Railroad Hall of 
Fame.

. Can Be Blessings 


Sooner or later the term 
flesh” comes to have meaning for every per- 


“thorn in the 


, son. For Milton it meant blindness, for Tenny- 
son it was loneliness, for Millet it was poverty. For each of us it 
means something. And, like St. Paul, we pray repeatedly that 
our “thorn’’ might be removed. Often God does answer as we ask. 


On the other hand, God often 
does something better than re- 
move the thorn. He gives us the 
grace to bear it. He said, “My 
grace is sufficient for thee.’ 
(11 Corinthians, 12:8, 9). In that 
sense, grace means power to 
overcome. 

Here is an example. An oy- 
ster is quietly sleeping in the 
warmth of. some sea. A tiny 
grain of sand is borne along on 
the current and is caught in the 
open shell of the oyster. An an- 
noyance has entered into the oy- 
ster’s life but instead of fight- 
ing the intruder, the oyster pro- 
ceeds to manufacture an exuda- 
tion of gummy substance which 
it spins out around the “thorn 
in its flesh.’ Thus the thorn be- 
comes a pearl. And “A pear! is 
a garment of patience which 
encloses an annoyance.” 

“Paradise Lost” resulted 
from Milton’s blindness. God’s 
grace wrought “In Memoriam” 
out of Tennyson's loneliness and 
“The Angelus” from Millet’s 
poverty. ‘“‘We shroud the cages

Or, as Lloyd C. Douglas put it, 
“Sometimes God doesn’t save 
us from the storm but in the 
storm.”’ Grace is the substance 
God puts around your thorn and 
of it makes the pearl of your 
life. 

I doubt if God ever puts the 
thorn in our flesh.

dridge (as Mr. and Mrs. William Jennings Bryan, I presume) and Spencer Tracy, probably cast 
as the lavendar-suspendered agnostic and champion of the underdog, Clarence Darrow. 


An Associated Press reporter, 
Joseph Sweat, who revisited 
Dayton recently, said the town 
and townspeople have changed 
little in the 35 years’ and they 
are warily awaiting the movie 
which they think might make 
fun of Bryan.

Folie Acid 
Regulation 
Proposed 


WASHINGTON (UPI )— The 
Food and Drug - Administration 
proposed Wednesday .that vita- 
min preparations containing high 
levels of folic acid be sold only 
on prescription. 


The FDA said that folic acid is 
considered harmless by medical 
authorities but that it has been 
known to hide the symptoms of 
pernicious anemia when taken in 
large quantities, thereby interfer- 
ing with correct diagnosis of the 
disease. Folic acid is frequently 
prescribed for pregnant women. 


The proposed regulation would 
require a prescription for prep- 
arations containing more than 
four-tenths of a milligram or 400 
micrograms per daily dose. Man- 
ufacturers were given 15 days to 
comment on the proposal.

NY Orders 


Factory 
To Return 


NEW YORK #—A New York 
arbitrator has ruled, in a decision 
believed to be unique in the field 
of labor-management contracts, 
that a clothing manufacturer must 
reopen his closed factory here and 
pay damages to a union for hav- 
ing moved his plant to Mississippi. 


Principals in the unusual case 
were the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers Union and Jack Meilman, 
head of Hickory Clothes, Inc., 
who was accused by the union of 
recently moving all equipment and 
unfinished garments from his New 
York factory to a plant built for 
him at Coffeyville, Miss., with a 
$360,000 issue of community bonds. 


FORBID MOVE 

The arbitration decision and 
award was handed down by Pro- 
fessor Herman A. Gray of the 
New York University Law School, 
under a contract clause forbidding 
unionized manufacturers in New 
York from moving their plants or 
production without union consent. 


Gray's decision was reported 
by the New York Times which 
said the employer had made it 
clear that he would “resist the 
unusual award through new liti- 
gation.” 


Gray awarded the union a tota) 
of $204,681 in damages, intended 
to cover wages, welfare fund con- 
tributions and vacation payments 
that would have been made to the 
New York workers. 


RUNAWAY EMPLOYERS

Spekesmen for the South said 
the convention’s action in writ- 
ing the strongest civil rights 
plank in party history into its 
1960 ultra-liberal platform would

The party’s convention roared 
approval of the platform Tues- 
day night after rejecting South- 
ern pleas to scrap its eight - point 
anti - discrirnination program. 


Despite their defeat, delegates 
from the South stayed in their 
seats, vowing to work in the 
House and Senate to defeat any 
attempt to write the platform 
inte law. 


Sen. Ervin of North Carolina, 
a leading strategist for his re- 
gion, indicated the future course. 


“Our next step is to fight these 
bills in Congress,” Ervin told 
United Press International. “‘For- 
tunately for the nation, legisla- 
tors act with more discretion than 
platform committees.” 


Congressional senority rules 
place Southerners in key roles as 
committee chairmen where they 
can bottle up or modify many 
proposals. Provisions for nearly 
unlimited debate in the Senate 
also aids their cause. 


Finally, House Speaker Ray- 

burn and Senate ' Democratic 
Leader Johnson, both Texans, 
have successfully softened civil 
rights legislation in the past. 


The platform, which had the 
ringing endorsement of Negro 
leaders and top union officials, 
calls for vigorous federal and con- 
gressional action to end discrim- 
ination immediately in_ schools, 
employment, ballot booths and 
housing. 

It endorses a permanent, 
strengthened U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission, a federal fair em- 
ployment practices law and pow- 
er for the attorney general to 
seek injunctions to prevent vio- 
lations of civil rights. 


A bitter blow to the South was 
the party’s blessing for sitdown 
demonstrations by Negro stu- 
dehts seeking to end lunch 
counter segregation. 


INTENSE DEBATE 

The 17,000 - word platform — 
keyed to a “rights of man’ 
theme under urging of liberal- 
labor groups — was ratified by 
a voice vote after an hour of rip- 
roaring debate on the civil rights 
plank.

Speaker Rayburn said it was 
the duty of Democrats to “‘choose 
the very best leader that we 
have,”” and that Johnson had 
demonstrated ‘‘that he knows how 
to lead.”

and a demonstrated leader who 
could win in November. An ori- 
ginal backer of Sen. Kennedy be- 
fore his withdrawal, Gov. Free- 
man said he had chosen Kennedy 
as his candidate only after ‘“‘soul 
searching” and long study. 


With his long lead, the Kennedy 
demonstration naturally brought 
the greatest number of delegates 
from their seats and into the aisles 
for the banner-waving demonstra- 
tion.

Delegates reported an attempted 
telegraphic blitz for Stevenson, 
with thousands of telegrams urg- 
ing his selection arriving while 
the nominating festivities were in 
progress. The clear signs also 
were that Stevenson fans had 
packed the galleries. 


Gov. Loveless withdrew as a 
candidate after the demonstra- 
tion in his favor, pointing out 
he already had seconded the nomi- 
nation of Kennedy. 


“I am not running against John 
Kennedy, so I ask the chair to 
remove my name from nomina 
tion,”’ Loveless said. 


This set off a demonstration 
by Kennedy supporters, as Gov. 
Collins announced that no further 
consideration would be given to 
the Iowan’s candidacy. 


Next to be placed in nomina- 
tion was Gov. Docking of Kansas, 
who was kept in the race against 
his will by action of a delega- 
tion majority created by a com- 
bination of Symington and John- 
son supporters. Docking wanted 
to back Kennedy at once. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt touched 
off another wild demonstration as 
she entered the hall to take a bal- 
cony spector’s seat, interrupting 
the nominating speech for Dock- 
ing being made by Frank Theis, 
the Kansas Democratic chairman. 
She was framed in the spotlight 
as she walked to her seat, and 
Gov. Collins noted that the demon- 
stration was in her honor. 


“We hope you will come again, 
again and again,” said Collins. 


Docking also withdrew, saying 
he wished to join Loveless in sec- 
onding the nomination of Ken- 


nedy. 


By the Kennedy reckoning, 
these two withdrawals freed about 
18 to 20 votes in the 26-vote lowa 
delegation, and approximately 
one-half of Kansas’ 21-vote dele- 
gation. 


It was evident then that the 
Kennedy group was throwing in 
everything it had in the drive for 
a first ballot nomination, 


When Kentucky was reached on 
the roll call, Lt. Gov. Wilson 
Wyatt asked permission to pre- 
sent Sen. McCarthy of Minnesota 
to make a nominating speech for 
Stevenson. He did not yield to 
Minnesota because the rules al- 
low a state to be recognized out 
of order only once, and Freeman 
had used that privilege for Min- 
nesota to place Kennedy in nom- 
ination.

Cashmeres Come Dear, 
But. Wear and Wear 


Although cashmere is regard- 
ed as a “luxury” fiber, it will 
give lasting wear if treated with 
reasonable care. 

After each wearing a cash- 
mere garment should be aired 


and brushed before it is put 
away. As with all knit garments, 


a cashmere sweater should be 


kept flat in a drawer or on a 
shelf to keep its shape. 


Cashmere repels spotting and 
stains because the fiber has a 
natural liquid-repelling mem- 
brane or “skin.” If a staining 
liquid is blotted up immediately, 
you may avoid a spot alto- 
gether. 


Some cashmere experts rec- 
ommend washing instead of dry 
cleaning the fabric because the 
gentle agitation in laundering 
renews the downy softness of 
the fiber and keeps the sweater 
soft and fluffy. Dry cleaning, in 
contrast, will give cashmere a 
flat look. 


Here are instructions for 
washing cashmere garments: 
Before washing, make a pattern 


ee 


of the sweater, tracing the shape 
on a piece of wrapping paper. 
Dissolve soap or detergent in 
warm or cool water. (Special 
cold-water washing compounds 
may be used according to the 
directions on the package). Sub- 
merge the sweater completely 
and soak for about five min- 
utes. Agitate slightly; avoid 
rubbing. Handle gently, squeez- 
ing with cupped hands rather 
than your fingers. Rinse with- 
out agitation at least two times 
in cool water. Roll in bath 
towels and spread on a dry 
bath towel to dry, away from 
the radiator or hot sun. Check 
the size and shape of the 
sweater with the cut-out paper 
pattern. Adjust to size gently. 


A light pressing is usually de- 
sirable, especially if your cash- 
mere has dressmaker details. 
When pressing, use a steam iron 
with a .gauzy press cloth such 
as cheesecloth. Press on the 
wrong side, except for pockets, 
lapels and details. Do not bear 
down hard with the iron, but 
use it lightly, keeping the weight 
of the iron in your hand.

For that matter, since the poi- 
sonous sap is sticky, it can 
cling to the fur of a dog or cat, 
or somebody else’s blue jeans, 
and if you are sensitive, you can 
get the poisonous itch on the first 
bounce. 


Of course, some people are 
more sensitive than others. But 
anybody can become sensitive to 
poison ivy if sufficiently exposed 
to it. Yes, I know ‘that as a boy 
I saw some others who were more 
or less immune chew poison ivy 
leaves and get away with it. It’s 
a risky business. Because some- 
times somebody gets too much, 
and becomes sensitive, and then 
he’s in a peck of trouble. 


Not only stay away from it, but 
learn to recognize the typical 
three-leaf design of the shiny 
plant. If some of it is around 
your cabin, summer home or 
camp, get chemicals from a gar- 
den supply house and destroy the 
plant. Even if you aren’t sensi- 
tive, maybe you have your boss 
out for a weekend, and he or his 
wife, or children, may be sensi- 
tive. He itches—but you'll suffer 
with him. 

So in spite of precautions of 
this sort, what else can you do? 
If you know you are sensitive, lo- 
tions containing zirconium oxide 
give some measure of protection, 
if you apply them before going 
out in the woods and fields. Or,

prompt washing with a_ thick 
lather of soap will help by getting 
the sticky but invisible juice off

Ripe fruits 
will have a good color and a 
pleasing aroma, so she deter- 
mines the quality by sniffing. 

Ripe cantaloupes are fn sea- 
son right now and they have a 
thick, close netting or rind. The 
stem scar should be smooth 
and between netting the color 
is usually yellow or yellow- 
green.

Crook neck is usually a deep 
yellow, warted with a long 
curved neck, while the Mar- 
rows type is cylindrical, smooth 
and tapers toward the stem end. 
It is dark green with light 
stripes running lengthwise. 


The third type is Flat Scal- 
loped and has a smooth skin 
that runs from a pale green skin 
to white in color. In selecting 
any of these varieties, avoid 
those with shells that cannot be 
easily pierced with thumbnails. 
The summer squash will be in 
season from July to September. 


For vegetables that are plen- 
tiful all year, eggplant is in- 
cluded and is uniform in a dark 
purple color. It is free of brown 
spots on the skin and has a 
firm, glossy, solid, not wilted 
or shriveled appearance. A 
good size is 6-9 inches in di- 
ameter. 


MEAT CUTS 


In selecting meat cuts that 
are economical, Mrs. Black 
avoids the high percentage of 
bone in the meat. She espe- 
cially takes notice to the in- 
spection stamp, grade stamp 
and the appearance of the meat. 


Marbling is important in good 
cuts of meat. This means that 
fat is distributed through the 
meat but there should not be 
an excess of fat around the 
edges of the meat. 


Decide ahead how you plan to 
prepare the meat and then buy 
meat of the right thickness for 
the preferred cookery. When 
broiling meat, select a cut that 
is at least an inch thick, oth- 
erwise while broiling, the juices 
will drip through and the meat 
becomes tough.
